as well as the importance of the sub- 
ject, Mr. Fisher has decided to grant 
assistance under certain specific con. | 
ditions to persons maintaining thor: | 
oughbred stallions for service in the | 
various provinces, } 

In deciding upon this step the tin | 
ister has been’ largely influenced hy | 
the fact that while stallions of other 
recognized breeds, when in capable | 
hands, are as a rule fairly profitable, | 
this is seldom the case with regard to, 
the thoroughbred, the advantages of 
breeding to horses of this class being 
unf-rtunately not fully realized by the) 
present generation of Canadian farm 
ers. 

The lack in our light horses of the 
quality derivable only trom the infus | 
ion of thoroughbred blood is the sn. | 
ject of adverse comment by all! 
European horsemen who visit the Do 
Minion with a view to investigating its) 
pussibilities as a field for the purchase 
of horses, whether for military pur 
poses or for ordinary harness or saddle | 
use. In this connection it should he| 
remembered that while horses for the 
last named, or ir fact any of these 
purposes, may well be bred from sires 
other than thoroughbred, itis of im- 
portance that on the side of the dam 
there should, 'n order to produce the 
hest results be, in such cases, a strong 
admixture of thoroughbred blood. 

The conditions under which assist- 
ance will be given are as follows: 

: Ail horses on account of which 
aid is given by the Department must 
be registered in the thoroughbred 
stud book of the Canadian national 
live stock records, 

2 Horses shall ve of good size, 
quality and conformation and shall he 
free from all hereditary unsoundness:; 
these conditions to be ensured by sub- 
mission annually to a thurough, care- 
ful examination either at the hands of 
the Veterinary Director General or 
such other members of the veterinary 
staff of the Department, or other per-
